Gist of the occurrence involved 
a supposed reference to the Dal 
team as forelgners — a reference 
which Major D, S, Forbes, Athletics 
Manager, the individual singled out 
by the easterners, termed “utter 
rot.” In addition, the visitors com- 
plsined of supposed poor treatment 
anad discourtesy at the hands of 
the Major. The cry was taken up

Halifax papers and spread to the 
editorial columns of the Halifax 
Herald. 

However, in a statement to the 
Council and to The Daily last night, 
Major Forbes termed his attitude 
as misinterpreted and -his statc- 
ments misrepresented, statements 
attributed to him by the DaJhousie 
tennis team manager which in- 
cluded “any future visit (by Dal- 
housic) as neither necessary nor 
desirable,” . 

The Major concludsd that if 
some stalements were considered 
as representing inhospitality. to- 
wards the visitors, he ‘“abjectly 
apologizes", 

The situation arose following the 
return to Halifax of the tennis 
team which played McGill over a 
week ago, supposedly for the Dom- 
inion championship, a mythical 
title which McGill at no time 
claimed,

Discusses 


ISS and. IRC . 


The Executive of the permanent 
committee at McGill of the National 
Federation of Canadian University 
Students met yesterday and dis- 
cussed the relationship that ISS 
might have with the official cam- 
pus organizations, the Students’ 
Executive Council and ‘NFCUS 
particularly, and the national stu- 
dent organizations such as the 
International Relations Club, IVCF, 
SCM. 25 


It was generally agreed that 
NFCUS, locally and nationally, 
should be the medium whereby any 
exchange of information, services, 
ideas and students with other 
countries might be achieved. Al- 
though not fully discussed, the 
principle that any international or- 
ganization should carry out its aims 
through an existing national body 
was considered a sound one and 
acceptable as a basis for the policy 
of NFCUS locally. The Chairman 
of NFCUS informed thee meeting, 
composed of executive members 
and panel chairmen, that it was the 
considered opinion of the President 
of the SEC that the International 
Student Services at McGill should 
be organized as part of the panel 
on Cultural Exchange—within and 
between Universities. , 

The relationship that ISS might 
take. with the International Rela- 
tions Club was considered as being 
the only one consistent with the. 
methods of the formér and the 
aims of the latter; members of the 
IRC would complement their in- 
terests as such by taking an active 
part in the work of such bodies as 
ISS, namely, the International 
Union of Students, the World Fed- 
eration of Democratic Youth, If 
they should consider any of these 
representative enough to warrant 
their cooperation. Members of the 
Cultural Exchange Panel and of 
the International Relations Club 
would be the logical choices for 
Student Exchange with other coun-

Lectures on Living 


Sociologist Says “Gallup Poll’? 
An Aid To Better Government 





“Public opinion polls have a de- 
finite place in. government today,” 
said Dr. Cottrell last night in Moyse 
Hall in the fifth talk of the series, 
“Lectures on Living.” A well known 
authority on sociology—he is chair- 
man of the Department of Sociology 
in Cornell University—Dr, Cottrell 
is also well equipped to talk ‘on 
the problems of government having 
worked for the War Department in 
the States during the recent war. 


In recent years there has been 
an enormous increase in th use of 
scientific methods of gauging and 
predicting public’ opinion by gov- 
ernment agencies, Being particu- 
larly familiar with the American 
scene, Dr, Cottrell traced this trend 
from the crude beginnings of the 
Department of Agriculture to such 
agencies as the Office of War In- 
formation, that appeared during the 
war, In cach case not only have 
the methods and techniques im- 
proved but also the effectiveness of 
the agency, 


Public opinion research can solve 
such problems as the extent of the 
public's information on any, issue 
as well'as their opinion on the sub- 
ject, he said, From this it can also

Purpose of Meeting 


The meeting is being held for 
two reasons, first among them being 
the fulfilment of the requirements 
of the Society’s constitution which 
call for a general meeting to be 
held within one month following 
the election of the Council. Second- 
ly a discussion is to be held upon 
amendments to the constitution 
which have been proposed by the 
Students’ Executive Council of Mc- 
Gill University. 


The present constitution was 
drawn up and ratified at a general 
meeting of the Soclety last year, 
but when presented to the Execu- 
tive ofthe parent body, the McGill 
Students’ Society, some changes 
were thought desirable in order 
that the Dawson Constitution could 
be brought -into line. with. that of 
the McGill Society.

The sparkling Red and White uniforms of the 
group lend a certain definite air of colour to all 
functions at which they perform. Despite the 
fact that they have suffered from the previously- 
mentioned scarcity of musicians there is no 
doubt but that a steadily improving calibre of 
playing has been definitely noticeable. 

Like many otlier student undertakings the 
Band deserves far more than the mere passive 
support of the undergraduate body.

Here is an embodiment of some of the doctrines 
of the slightly more Infamous, E. E. Cummings who 
is noted for his typographical inovations, chiefly the 
lack of capitals and spaced lines—the significance 
of. which is recognized only by the most diligent of 
readers. This strangeness helps, undoubtedly, to 
obscure the meaning of fundamentally simple lines, 
and is therefore hailed as great modern poetry.

Informal Talk 
by Dr. Cottrell 


Social scientists must give up their narrow sec- 
tionalism if they are to make any real contribution 
to problems of modern society. This seemed a matter 
of prime urgency to Dr, Cottrell, one of the leading 
sociologists in the world today, and an author of 
many well-known books, 

At an informal meeting of the Sociological 
Society yesterday afternoon Dr. Cottrell told of some 
of his past work. His most noted work "Predicting 
Stccess or Failure in Marriage” is the subject he 
likes best, he hopes that now his war duties are 
over he will be able to get back on this line of 
research, 

One of the anomalies of the present times is 











| the emphasis of society on the individual achieving 


success by himself while institutions and concerns 
are increasingly taking the lead in modern life. 
This situation produces tension in the individual 
and In many cases produces: breakdown. This is a 
field that many of the social sciences are concerned 
and here is area of study that they might get 
together. Another is the problem of governing vast 
populations that want more and more services, from 
the governing yet without losing any of their rights, 

The war showed how social scientists could work 
together as a team on almost any problem. Dr. 
Cottrell’s own experiences are an excellent example 
of this. There is a movement now afoot to accom- 
plish this, it is to be hoped that soon an enlightened 
public will soon demand it. 

One of the first impressions one gets upon meet- 
ing Dr. Cottrell is that he does not look like a 
Professor. Rather he looks and sounds like a small 
town American businessman. 

Dr. Cottrell at first studied biology especially 
genetics but after the last war he became disal. 
lusioned with the failure of the League of Nations 
and hopes generally for a better world, These 
fialures influenced him so much that he changed 
fields and became a sociologist. However he does 
not regret the training in scientific thinking that 
he got from biology. 

With sociology Dr. Cottrell has found new reason 
for optimism for the world’s future, though as he 
admitted he is a confirmed optimist by nature, He 
thinks that with the cooperation of all the social 
sciences and the forces of government that many of 
the problems of today could be more readily solved. 
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The Editor, The McGill Daily: 
Dear Sir; 

As The Daily now enters our 
home again, after a lapse of a gen- 


eration, I read with some concern, 
the article in November 7th issue 
entitled “Athletic Policy, Cause of 
Football Failure”. 


May my first word be of praise 
for the loyal and devoted service 
of Douglas Kerr, not only to McGill, 
but to the true spirit of amateurism 
in sport. In these days of “sham- 
ateurism”, condoned and fostered 
by some of our “outstanding” citi- 
zens, in the interest of money-mak- 
ing or paying dividends on sports’ 
investments, whether in money or 
prestige, I doff my hat to a man 
who is prepared to “go down” in 
the maintenance of an apparently 
“lost cause” of amateur sport, 


I believe, as 1 know many others 
do, that the organizational set-up 
of McGill athletics in general, is 
wrong. 

First things should come first. 

The University is a place of learn- 
ing, and the maintenance of stan- 
dards must be of first consideration: 
however, : the’ social and -athletic 
side of University life, is one of 
cqual importance in the educational 
processes, For this reason the prin- 
ciples that are {o govern the univ- 
ersity activities in this latter field 
should be laid down by a Fespone 
sible body. 

If the commercializing of college 
athletics is the principle agreed on 
by the responsible body, then sure- 
ly there ought to be no half-way 
measures in its execution. When 
sport and money-minded citizens 
in this city decided to put Mont- 
real on the football map, they went 
about it in a businesslike way—it's 
no secret where the players came 
from, or why. Surely the players, 
the student body, the staff, the 
University head and the graduates 
ought to be the body charged with 
the carrying out of a policy agreed 
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on, in principle, as to what the pur- 
pose of athletics Is at McGill. If 
this body decided that athletics in 
general are for the purpose of de- 
veloping young Canadian manhood 
and womanhood into good citizens, 
morally and physically, then every 
effort ought to be made to have 
as many as possible take part in 
them. One of the most essential’ re- 
quirements in the plans should be 
that the participants should enjoy 
and want to play the games. In 
my experience, this has not’ been 
the case, particularly in football. 

The argument for a professional 
coach, as against an amateur, is 
futile; either one, if possessed of 
the right philosophy and spirit, can 
do equally well, 

Football at McGill is not played 
as a money-making venture, 50 
what the downtown press or others 
who occupy the role of ‘secular’ 
spectatérs think of the policy that 
the authorities decide, scems to be 
of little consequence under the cir- 
cumstances, Generally speaking the 
glorification policy of the secular 
press, the singling out of the “he- 
roes” in college sport, do not add 
to the stature of the individuals so 
selected in the eyes of the team, 
nor js it in the player's own inter- 
ests. 

Team play was necessary in war, 
so must it be in peace. 

If our universities cannot with- 
stand the temptation of commercial- 
izing sport, what a reflection on 
their standards, what a reflection 
on the spirit that motivates our. 
highest educational institutions! 
The philosophy of mens sana in 
corpore sano would seem to have 
given way before the modern mam- 
mon-worshipping, and we would 
now seem to aim at turning out 
from our universities specialists in 
commerce and commercialized spec- 
jalists in athletics rather than at 
developing all-round citizens.

POLITICAL COMMENT 





Barely a year after our triumph 
over the cruelest and most reac- 
tionary force the world has ever 
known, we hear flippant talk of 
the inevitability of a new war 
against our: former allies. We 
should remember that it would be 
the young people who would do 
the fighting and the dying and 
that Canada would be the battle- 
ground in the event of such a war. 
Thus the duty of working towards 
a permanent world peace devolves 
upon the Canadian people and 
more especially, on Canadian 
youth, 


During the war, youth played its 
part without reservation. Govern- 
ment spokesmen gave solemn 
promises that the post-war would 
bring new opportunities for all 
young people. We have now wait- 
ed more than a year for a glimpse 
of these promises. Young people 
expect opportunities. for education, 
regardless of income; adequate 
health and recreational facilities; 
jobs on leaving school; job security 
and decent wages. The knowledge 
that these promises can be kept if 
the government wants to keep 
them has presented youth with a 
challenge. 

‘In answer to this challenge more 
than three thousand Canadian 
youth organizations are convening 
at the end of this month to parti- 
cipate in a Labor Youth Parlia- 
ment initiated by the National 
Federation of Labor Youth. Ses, 
sions are to be held in Toronto, 
November 29th, 30th and Decem- 
ber Ist. 

This Parliament will give youth 
an opportunity to express itself on 
these pressing issues and to formu- 
late a program of action. 

The program will include the 
following: 

A. Four bills will be debated and 
passed. These concern: 

1. Conditions of work, 

2. Education 

3. Health 

4. Recreation ' 

B. Discussion of Foreign Policy 


a 


with regard to the maintenance of 
world peace. 


C. Addresses by leaders of politi- 
cal parties and trade uniohs. 


After the bills have been passed, 
a delegation will visit Ottawa and 
present the bills to members of 
Parliament who are in a position 
to act on them. 


All youth organizations and any 
organization with youth among its 
members can send delegates, This 
includes trade unions, Y's, farm or- 
ganizations, church groups, cultural 
groups, high school and university 
clubs and:community groups of all 
kinds. No youth organization is 
barred. It need only endorse the 
fundamental principle of the Youth 
Parliament, which Is that youth 
must fight for a many-sided pro- 
gram of social measures for the 
good of young people. 

What should be the attitude of 
university students to this Par- 
liament? 


Students constitute that seg- 


ment of youth which is primar- 


ily engaged in the study and hence 
the possible improvement of the 
world in which they live. Our 
futures are intimately bound up 
with the future of Canadian youth 
in general. A properly balanced 
youth parliament requires the ac- 
tive participation of this segment 
which is in a position to make so 
valuable a contribution. 


There are many. clubs and or- 
ganizations on this campus which 
concern themselves with the prob- 
lems under discussion. We believe 
that these clubs should give seri- 
ous consideration to sending dele- 
gates to this Labor Youth Parlia- 
iment.
